Ir we may form a Judgment from antient as well as |} 
modern Letter-writers of Note, it will, I fear, be little 


to the Advantage of theſe Gentlemen, either in the grave 
or jocoſe, the familiar or comphmentary Strain, 


Tux Letters of the Antients which are moſt eſteemed, A 
are ſuch as were written on public Buſineſs; and next to 


them, what the” Intimacy and Friendſhip of great Men 
produced, during their Receſs or Retirement from publie 
Scenes. Of the'firſt Kind are Ciceros for the moſt Part 
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The others, his Freedman Tiro (in the Opinion of Eraſe 
mus) has rather collected with Diligence than Judg 3 
ment. Of the ſecond Kind are the Bulk of Pliays, both 
excellent in their Way, fave that the laſt 3 NS 
times conceited, eſpecially when he writ (as he often 
did) to a ſham Correſpondent. Arguments affectam, as 
Eraſmus alſo remarks; which his noble Trauflator 
ſeems very well to have underſtood, and was in the 
Right to produce them as he found them. 

In each of theſe great Men, we find Sun Mat- 
ter of Delight. In the firſt are ſeen, the warmeſt Senti- 
ments of Love for his Country, and Affection for his 
Friends; filled with undifſembled Joy on their Proſperity, 
and peietrated with Grief in their Diſtreſs. His Lan- 
guage is the Language of the Heart, and his Sent 
ments are the Voice of Nature. In Pliny we ſee ſome+ 
thing of the Patriot, and Man of Bufineſs ; but that is 
not viewing him in the Light he would be ſeen. He de- 
fires to appear buſied in the Friendſhips, and focial Of- 
fices of private Life, and looking for O ities to 
_ exert them. Juſt, generous and humane in his Defigns 
and Actions, bs A it muſt be owned, he reflects on 
with ſufficient Vanity, not only on Occaſions where his 
Virtue appears, but in the little Decencies of common 
Life, where he always did (and lets you know it) the 
very Thing he ought to have done. Tully too was 
vain; but he was vain by Intervals. Vanity in — 
was the Reſult of Reflection on the great Things he 
done. In Pliny, it was the Motive to every Thing he 
did. It was the Spring that ſet all the Wheels in Mo- 
tion, and take that away, you made him good for 
nothing. 

Ir muſt be owned, howeyer, the Difference of Ci- 
cero s Times and his, might give a different Caſt to the 
Manners, and even a different Shape to their Underſtand- 
ing. 1 Pliny's, Rome was changed, and the Scene he 
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had to act in was truly Theatrical. It's true, he was 


alſo Conſul, and there was ftill a Forum, and ftill a SS.. 


nate; but the Conſul was a Shadow of the Emperor, the 
Senate but a Court to Regiſter Arrets, and the Forum the 
Jeſt of the Populace, from whence Appeals to them had 
formerly been made for direQing the Government of 
the World. It had been ridiculous for a Man of Senſe 
to aſſume the public Character of Tully ; his Language, 
or his Sentiments, and the little of it Pliny thought him- 
ſelf obliged to affect, was no more than Moonſhine 
without Heat, or native Luſtre. The Difference there- 


fore obſervable between them, was the Difference of 


Times more than the Difference of Men; and I am per- 


ſuaded had Pliny lived in Tully's Times, he had been the 


firſt at the Bar, without incurring either Baniſhment or 
Proſcription. 

Fou theſe Circumſtances neceſſarily enſued a Diffe- 
rence in their Manners, as well as their Epiftles. In the 
firſt, in Twlly, is ſeen Senſe without Art or Study; in the 
Second a kind of artificial Senſe ; yet under all the Diſ- 
advantages of the Age he lived in, it muſt be owned, 
that in his Letters, as well as ſome Parts of his Pa- 


negyrick, Delicacy of Thought, Benevolence of Heart, 


Elegance, if not Wit, and ſometimes Humour, with 
a Politeneſs only incident to, or becoming, the Great, 
thine out in very lively Colours. 

Now, ſhould Gentlemen of leſs Rank, (as indeed. all 
Moderns muſt be) of leſs Virtue, Capacity and Cha- 
racter, agree to correſpond with each other, teſtify their 
Contempt of all the World beſide (which, by the Way, 
is more choaking than the Vanity of the two Romans) 
ſhould they draw on one another for Approbation and 
Compliments, and aſſume the Part of theſe. illuſtrious 
Antients ; what would they provoke but Laughter, or 


what could. they be deemed but the Apes and Monkies 
of the Great?

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I yxeSUME it will be granted, Bolingbrote in Arro- 
gancy, Pope in Vanity, and Swift in Inſolence, are true 
Originals: The laſt was probably the greateſt Wit of his 
Time, but the firſt was not the greateſt Man, or the ſe- 
cond, by Odds, the greateſt Poet, as he wanted the In- 
vention of Dryden, or more truly had none; inſomuch 
that the warmeſt of his Admirers would be puzzled to 
point out one Sentiment of his own throughout all his 
Writings. His Familiar Letters are Art endeavouring 
to look like Nature. His hard Periods and ſtudied Com- 
pliments might appear natural to him, and beautiful to 
Swift and Bolingbroke, to whom they were addreſſed, 
but are little entertaining to the unbribed Reader. 
Swifts Letters might be, as he ſaid, written without 
Art or Care; but, at the ſame Time, if there was little 
Labour loſt, there | is little Profit to be gained. To judge 
of Bolingbroke by his familiar Letters, it is ſaid, were 
to do him Injuſtice, probably not much, as may appeat 
hereafterz but it muſt be allowed there are too few 
Beauties id. them to make Atonement, for his hayghty 
Condeſcenſion, and affected Stoiciſm. > FE. 
Ie from his Literary Correſpondence we proceed to 
his more finiſhed Pieces, there will be a fairer Field. in 
which to view his Talents, and to ſingle out the 'parti- 
cular Performances, on which he and his Friends moſt 
valued him, viz. the Diſſertation on Parties, and Old- 
caſtk's Remarks, will be thought, it is ſuppoſed, doing 


| him ample Juſtice, and ſetting him in the faireſt of his 


Lights ; for there, if ever, his whole Soul was exerted, 
where Indignation and diſappointed Ambition, had 
raked together all the ſcattered Powers of his Mind, had 
pointed his Wit, and given an Edge to his Satire.

them comply with his own Paſſions, and carry Invec- 
tives againſt particular Perſons, which might pleaſe at 
the Time they were written, as they fel] in with the 
prevailing Humours of the Time. But when the Fury 
of Party, which gave them Life, bas ſubſided, __ 
| Men have forgotten their Reſentments, and the very 

Perſons who occaſioned them, all their Beauties will 
fade, and their Sali pill boſe its Savour ; when the Spirit 
evaporates, aud the Fermentation, which gave them a 
Reliſh, ſhall be ſpent, dead ſmall Beer will not Be more 
inſipid than theſe intoxicating Draughts which fortnerly 
Men ſwallowed with ſuch Delight and Greedinefs.

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Taz Glory of this modern Improvement was reſerved 


for the Iſland of Great-Britain, whoſe Inhabitants can 
never ſufſiciently acknowledge their Obligations to the 
worthy Knight, who firſt projected this eaſy Way of 
diffuſing Knowledge through theſe Dominions ; but 
among all the Defigns of that Gentleman, no one was

It would be equally vain and 
impertinent, after what ſo great an Author has publiſhed 
on this Subject, to imagine that any Eſſay of ours 
might be able to bring this barbarous Cuſtom into Diſ- 
reputation.

Verſe) may Catch the Man who a Sermon Flies. 
In the moſt flouriſhing Period of the Reign of Lewis 


the XIV, two Negro Youths, the Sons of a Prince, be- 


ing brought to the French Court, the King appointed a 
Jeſuit to inſtru& them in Letters, and in the Chriſtian 
Religion ; and gave to each of them, a Commiſſion in 


his Guards. The Elder, who was remarkable for his 
Candour and Ingenuity, made great Improvements 3 


more particularly in the Doctrine of Religion. A bru- 


tal Officer, upon ſome Diſpute, inſulted him with a 


Blow. The gallant Youth never fo much as offered to 
reſent it. A Perſon, who was his Friend, took an Op- 
portunity to talk with him, that Evening alone, upon 


his Behaviour ; which he told him was too tame, eſpe- | 


cially in a Soldier. Is there then, ſaid the young Afri- 
can, one Revelation for Soldiers, and another for Mer- 
chants and Gownmen? The good Father, to whom | 
owe all my Knowledge, has earneſtly inculcated For- 
9. | givenels 
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giveneſs of Injuries to me; aſſuring me, that a Chriftian 
was by no Means to retaliate Abuſes of any Kind. The 
good Father, replied his Friend, may fit you for a Mo- 
naſtry by his Leſſons, but never for the Army, or the 
Rules of a Court.

Fudges. The Benefits ariſing to a State, from a ready 
Diſpatch of Juſtice, from Reformation of Abuſes, and 
Removal of Delays, is a Matter of ſuch infinite Impor- 
tance, that the wiſeſt Princes have juſtly eſteemed it the 
principal Glory of their Reign. His preſent Majeſty of 
Pruſſia will be more admired by Poſterity for reforming 
domeſtic Grievances of Law, than for quelling his 
foreign Enemies, and After-Ages will be more aſtoniſhed 
at his Power in getting ſix thouſand four hundred and 
forty one Cauſes finally determined in the Space of one 
Year, than for taking and keeping Sileſia in ſpite. of all 
the Auſtrian Greatneſs confederated with the Maritime 
Powers. Good Laws, together with ſpeedy and impar- 
tial Deciſions, are indeed the Happineſs, or rather Life 
of a People, as well as the folid Baſis on which all 


Princes ſhould found their Glory. 


Bur then Laws are feeble if ill-adminiſtered, and 


Juſtice is lame, rather than blind, when accompanied 


with Ignorance or Indiſcretion; but it is the peculiar 
Bleſſing of our Country to have a Set of able and un- 
corrupt Judges, free from the Imputations of Avarice or 
Ambition, and every Way qualified for maintaining of 
public Right, and ſecuring private Property. It has 
been obſerved to the Honour of Ireland, that our Courts 
are not inferior to the Hall, and that in every Branch of 


the Law, we have as competent Judges as Weſtminſter,

Tnrvs far Rodin, who in this Place dwells only on

Man (to uſe Lord Bolingbroke's 
Word) is alſo the Hiſtory of the State, as great Judgment 
in ſelecting, and Ability in compoſing, is required to 
bring out a full, uniform, and compacted Piece. It is a 
chimical Art, extracting all other Arts and Sciences; 
and whoever will perform well in it, muſt have more 
Talents than one can readily think of, or quickly enu- 
merate. I am much miſtaken if Middleton had many of 
them, and think his Cicero a broken, puzzled, unwieldy 
Performance: and to ſay no more on't, whoever gets |

I am bold to fay, the Iaſt cannot be done to any uſeful 
Purpoſe without explaining the firſt, and clearly ſtating 
what Party is, and how it differs from Sedition and Fac- 
tion. Were he to relate the bare Events of all political 
Conteſts, from the Diſſentions of Rome and Athens, to 
the Squabbles at Taylor s-Hall, it were impoſſible to leam 
from them any more than this, that Men in a political 
Capacity have quarrelled, and that their Quarrels were 
ſometimes hurtful. But ſurely from hence it can never 
be inferred, that Men are not to-quarrel or take Part in 
Conteſts. The Reverſe is true. And in all Diviſm 
about publick Concerns, where one Part of the 
is engaged againſt the other, not to be a Party Man is 
to renounce the Society, it is a voluntary Disfranchiſe 
ment, and he is no longer entitled to diſtributive Juſtics, 
or general Protection. How far the Farmer has ſtated 
theſe Points, I am at once obliged and aſhamed to ſhew, 
Can a Man of Senſe ever become an Advocate for ſtaring 
Nonſenſe ? Can a Man of Probity, ranſack his Invention 
to find a colourable Support for Fallacy ? That he hs 
done both I pretend to ſhew, and that his ſbort Introduc- 
tion to ſome fanciful Hiftory (which as yet I can't guek 
at) abounds. with Fallacies, Abſurdities, Prevarications 
and Nonſenſe. 4 

To begin with his Fable, the 8 of all that is

Nonſenſe. It is hardly & Propoſition, as the logical Phraſe

« Community.” By the whole Community it appears, 5p. 
16. where the inherent Definition of Faction is given, that 
he means every individual of the Community, com- 
bined in an unconſtitutional Attempt ; ſo that half the 
People, combined againſt tother half, cannot be a Fac- 
tion. All Faction, by his arbitrary Definition, muſt be 
' a Combination of the Governors againſt all Individual 
or all Individuals againſt the Governors. I leave the 
Reader to his Aſtoniſhment, though I might refer him to 
the Hiſtories of all Nations that have loſt their Liberties, 
and in particular, to the modern Inſtances of Denmark 
and Sweden, where one half of the Community gave up 
their Liberties without Conſent of the other, and ought 
to be a ſtanding Leſſon for every Nation, where any 
Remains of Liberty are preſerved, for one Part to keep 
2 Check on the other This is all that pretends to 
Reaſon, inf his Introduction, but he has lid in, two 
Definitions of Faction, p. 14 and 16, where one includes 
the auhole Community, and the other, a greater or leſſer 
Part of the Community, that, in the Proceſs of his Hi/tory,

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he may apply either as ſhall beſt ſuit his Purpoſe, ſcreen 
his own Party, and involve the other. 

As I propoſe to attend him in the Courſe of his Lueu- 
brations, I hope he will pardon me if I remark a little on 
bis Manner of Writing, and if he honours me with his 
Notice ſhall be proud of the ſame good Offices from him:

Tuis may be Senſe, but is not lively Senſe; which 
whoever writes in your Manner promiſes of courſe by tha 
Nature of his Undertaking, and will diſappoint a Reader 
who expects to run and not fand ftill with his Author. 
He does not want to have your Meaning inculcated, or 
beaten into his Head, and F will let you inte a Secret, 
which Fam confident you don't know, as you ſeem fo 
afraid of having your Meaning loſt, that you think it im- 
poſſible to employ Words enough, to deliver it entire. 
Nothing then is ſo diſobliging to a Reader as explaining 
Things ſo minutely that nobody can miſtake them, for 
this puts all Readers on a level, a Fhing extremely 
odious to Men of Parts, who, you may fairly compute, 
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are nineteen in every twenty that read Pamphlets, and 
want to be diſtinguiſhed by their Reading, as much ag 
you do by your Writing; and it loſes them the Pleaſure 
of explaining to others your latent Alluſions, which 
conſtitutes one half at leaſt of the Pleaſure to be found 
in all Works of general Concern and allegorical Import.

Or ſocial and undeterminable Concerns reſpecting a Com- 
munity, p. 10. And, not to multiply Iniquity, p. 14, 
They will never comprehend the Reaſon of your 
Pp. 23, at the Bound that divides a perſonal Province 
from a publick One, and Janvs looking different Ways, 
and yet contraſting one Face with the other. The 
Vulgar will be apt to think that all Contraſts confront 
one another as the Word implies. | 
I aLLow, however, all this may be elegant to them 
of a certain Taſte, but then if you intend your Work 
in general for them, they will criticiſe your Invention, 
and obſerve how you bungle, to make out your Plan. 
Your Manor-Court; p. 18, muſt be different from all 
Manor-Courts ever heard of in order to ſerve your Alle- 
gory ; where the Members (alias Jury-Men) muſt be 
choſen by your People, and the Seneſchal by the Members, 
whereas in Fact, the Seneſchal chuſes them.

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Tuis comes oddly from me, Sir, who have been 
ſingularly zealous in oppoſing, in this Sphere, that 
Intereſt by which the Nation has been savzD; but our 
Eyes begin indeed to open. We have aw much 
miſled ; our Situation in every Circumſtance concurred 
to promote it; we are all Traders, and almoſt all for 
ſome Years paſt of the ſame Combination; hence we 
can do nothing but ſtrengthen each other's Prej udices, 
and inflame Animeſities; we are at a great Diſtance 
from the Scene of Action, and have hardly any Means 
of knowing the Springs of publick Matters, but from 
the Repreſemtations of ſome who have been fortunate 
enough to gain an Aſcendancy over our Meaſures, and 
(I am ſorry to ſay it) in a great Degree over our Under- 
ſtandings. This has led us into being deceived even in 
Fafs, Farther, a mercantile Education, however uſeful 
in Society, is certainly a contracted one, and the moſt 
unfit in the World to qualify for political Criticiſm. No 
Wonder then we ſhould err, and that in a great Degree. 
Precept, Any. Communication, every Incident 
conſpired. 

Bur now, Sir, I can declare, 3 in the Names of many. 
others, and my own, that we both ſee the Miſtake, and 
as inftantly refolve to correct it. To correct it, without 
deviating from the Principle, which was the Source of 
our former Sentiments, however miſtaken we were in 
our Reaſoning, We intended. to preſerve an Indepen- 
dency, ſo. neceſſary to publick Liberty and publick 
Happineſs; we were poſſeſſed with Apprehenſions of 
THE Man: whom we now find to be the very Genus 
of LiszxTY, and the BuLwaxx of NATIONAL Feli- 
ci? ; this roſe, by inſenſible Degrees to determined 
(and after blind Oppoſition, nay, with many, to Inve- 
teracy ;) but no Conſequence of it was ſo ſhameful as the 
precipitate infatuated Step of making a-publick Compli- 
ment to his and the Kingdom's now avowed Enemies ; 
this too at a Time when they had unmaſked to all 5 
. 
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World beſides. But general Maxims and received Pre 
Judices miſled us. We were told the whole was a per- 
ſonal Conteſt; and the Enemies of the Man, we were 
too credulouſly m_— to fear, muſt conſequently be our 
Friend. 
Bur let us not, Sir, be charged with Obſtinacy, 
however liable to Error. No Men are infallible, and 
involuntary Miſtake is no Reproach ; when Truth glare 
us in the Face, we have Senſe and Candour enough to 
acknowledge her Force; they only are capable whoſe 
Principles of Conduct are bad. LinexTyY is, and has 
been, ours. A Zeal for that animates us, I will ven- 
ture to affirm, as much as any Set of People upon 
Earth; and though it almoſt hurried us into the Doni- 
nion of thoſe who ſet up as our Defenders, yet we never 
knowingly betray'd its Cauſe. Our Independency we 
will preſerve, . but to what nobler Purpoſe can we ever 
uſe it, than in promoting the Honour of 11M, who has 
© ſhewn, to the Height of human Demonftration, that he 
has no Deſign to anſwer, no Purpoſe of his Poxwer, but 
the Advancement of his CouxnTzxy's IxTEREST, and 
the Causz of LIBERTY? Is not this the glorious End 
for which alone we would defire Independency ? What 
Advantage can it be to Society, but as a Weight thrown 
into the Scale of Publick Happineſs ? Here then, even on 
the Principle on which we oppoſed Him, has our 
ParRior conciliated our Efteem, our Veneration, our 
AﬀeQions. What can we fear from Him? If there be 
Conſtancy in Man, has He not proved himſelf the | 
Poſſeſſor? Shew-me x fimilar Trial, a ſimilar Attack, 
- fimilar Virtue, and a fimilar PREsERVATIIoùinm. 
| "Pardon the Length of this. A Fervor for the Cha- 
racter of my fmmuch-cenſured City has occafioned it. 
Sentiments of this Nature coming from hence may ſeem 
a Miracle; but ſurely we muſt be inconſiſtent with our 
long poſſeſſed Maxims of Conduct, ſhamefully, ridi- 
culouſly, inconſiſtent, if theſe were not our Sentiment; 
i Ds . nor 
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nor could there be a more ſcurrilous, ſcandalous, and 
falſer Aſperſion on our Underſtandings and Principles, 
than an Aſſertion that we are not fincere in theſe Decla- 
rations. Was not a Spirit of Patrieti/ſm our Glory ? 
Were not all our Fears founded on the Danger of fall- 
ing under the Direction of a Court- Influence, and being 
made inſtrumental in hurting our Nation to gratify a 
Minifry? We never (ſome few Inſtances excepted) 
could be charged with acting on private Pique againſt a 
Man, who, in his private Character, could never de- 
ſerve it; we feared him only in his publick Capacity; and 
in that we find he fo exactly correſponds with our own 
Intentions, that it would be both abſurd and baſe, ever 
after to refuſe him all the Aſſiſtance our Independency 
cin ſupply. By ourſelves we, or any other particular 
Body, can do nothing ; we are uſeful only as contribu- 
tive Parts of the whole, and all the Benefit that can reſult 
from ſtruggling for Independency, is to confer its Force 
on ſuch of the acting Parties, as we have the fronge/? 
Reaſon to imagine will uſe it for the PuBL1c Good. a 
Bur I need not, after all, take much Pains to evince 
our Sincerity of Intention on this Head; we muſt indeed 
be thought a Set of Creatures below all others in human 
Form, nay indeed much inferior to the moſt inſenſible 
Brutes, (for they will run and love where they are fed 
and preſerved) ſhould we not be imagined capable of 
ling, and acknowleging a Benefit by which our per- 
petual Happineſs, our very Beings, are ſaved from 
Deſtruction, and our Poſterity reſcued from the Depths 
of Mifery. The Calamity lately averted, muſt have 
been univerſal, but we, as a Trading People, muſt have 
fallen the firſt Victims to Bankruptcy and Ruin. Allow 
us no higher a Motive-Faculty than even Se Love, yet 
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Him who conducted and animated the Godlike Work. 
Yes, Sir, our Independency we. will preſerve, but it 
lhall be an Independency; we will never hearken more to

Ir has been the Wonder of all Europe for a few Years 
paſt, that a King confeſſedly the greateſt among them, 
in Arts and Arms, in Peace and War, ſhould by any 
Infinuations be diverted, from the ſteady Courſe he had 
long purſued, in liſtning graciouſly to the Remonſirances 
of his Parliament, and redrefling the Grievances of his 
People by them repreſented; or that he ſhould by any 
Arts be prevailed on to place any Confidence in a Set 


of Men, who muſt neceſſarily hate all Parliaments, as 


they will prove for ever to be a Checgue on their Ambition. 
Bor this, Sir, will appear ſtrange, to none but 
thoſe, who are unacquainted with Courts and Kings, 
and the inevitable Snares the latter muſt be led into, 
by the bold Miſrepreſentations of deſperate and guilty 
| Servants. In a weak and univerſally corrupted Court, 
Iniquity is its own Protection; Knaves of Neceſſity 


become true to one another, and the greater their 


Treachery, by Conſequence the firmer and better 
eſtablithed their Security. 

TRE whole Court, ſince the Peace was 1 
had been deeply engaged, in a uniform Conſpiracy to 
deceive the King, and amidſt the Bleſſings of Peace, 
It is ever one lnſelicity, that Perſons, who have no other 
Talents but Aſſiduity, and Lying, make their Way 


there, and wriggle into Favour, when the beſt and 


braveſt, whoſe Heads and Hands had ſaved their 
Country, and turned the Fortune of War, ſhall be but 
flighily looked upon or regarded. Whilſt a ſucceſeful 
General had his due Share in the Councils of the Cabinet, 
his Majeſty was truly informed of the Bent and Diſpo- 


fition of his People: His Friends and Enemies had 
| their proper Names; but when the Perfons, I am about 
| | 5 to 
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todeſcribe, had excluded Men of Parts and Virtue, who 
were aſhamed to fit at the fame Board, among ſuch as 
elſewhere they would diſdain to roll with, all juſt Infor- 
mation ceaſed ; old and inveterate Enemies were, he 
was told, his only true Friends, and Men who had 
diſtinguiſhed their Loyalty, by Loſs of Fortune, and 
Hazard of Life, muſt be looked upon, as Malecontents, 
who wanted Rule for no other End but to embroil the 
King and overturn the State. To begin in Order. 

Monſieur Chatteauneuf had the Air of a prime Miniſ- 
ter,, when he held the Seals, tho never loved by the 
King, or otherwiſe regarded by the People, than as 
one ſet in that Light till another could be found, to 
take the Place, with proper Ability, and to the Publick 
Satisfaction. As among Statues finiſhed by a maſterly . 


Hand, we ordinarily chuſe to fill a vacant Niche with 


a Plaiſter-of-Paris Copy, rather than Diſgrace the reſt 
by an aukward Original; the Man, had that Mixture of 
Qualities which produces few Enemies: He was pro- 
fuſe, tho' not generous, and diſſipated an immenſe For- 
tune in Hoſpitality, without gaining one Friend, or 
making the Fortune of any one Tradeſman, who 
cheated him, He was entirely governed- after his 
Brother's Deceaſe, by a Clerk in his Office, and a Bailiff 


of his Manors; the firſt of which, did very well for him- 


ſelf and his Family, tho' he drew by it more Enemies 
on his Maſter, than all the Miſmanagement in his own 
Conduct could have done. The other of his Governors 


only made him ridiculous, which, in my Opinion, turn- 


ed to his Advantage; for Men can never be very 
angry with one they laugh at: In a Word, he was 
chargeable with little more than other Men's Crimes, 
and his own natural Propenſity, of two Evils always to 
chuſe the greateſt, 

Waen he loft his Brother who had long upheld.him, 
he fell into League with Monſ. D' Arvicke firſt Prefident 
of the Grand Chambre, who, by great Induftry, had 
faiſed himſelf thither, from being Criminal e 


po 
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in the Palace . He was not withont Abilities any 
where but in Council: His Head had been faſhioned to 
the inexplicable Shape of Factums and Proceſſes, and he 
brought to the Cabinet, the uncouth Language, and 
narrow Notions they neceſſarily inſpire. His firſt 
Maxim in the Art of Government was, not to humour 
* the People.“ He never had enquired any Thing 
about them, or knew any more of popular Matters, than 
what his Lady had occaſionally told him by Way of 
Converſation. On this Fund he would needs ſet up to 


be a Stateſman, and loſt the Reputation he had gained 
in his proper Sphere, and on his own Ground, by pre- 


tending to wall on Stilts. 


He was governed, tho' he could not ſee it, by one 


who came after him in the Advocate-ſhip, a - notable 
young Fellow, and One who had early got the better of 
his Native Modeſty. He was Maſter of ſome Wit, had 
good Spirits, and a ready Eloquence: His Succeſs was 
owing, in the general, to his Intrepidity ; as his For- 
tune was altogether perſonal, he had but little to fear 
for; and boldly put himſelf at the Head of the 


Normans, a Race of Men, needy and induftrious, never. 


to be diſcouraged tho' always foiled, when they pretend 
to act beyond an Under part, or aim at more, than an 
executive Share in Government, my to do as their 
Paymaſters order them. 


HE and Chatteauneuf*s Clerk yoked 8 drew together, 


and carry'd their reſpeQive Maſters along with them ; 
from whom, as they pretended, they received Orders, 
but in Truth had given them in private before : So that 


by theſe two Varlets the whole Cabinet was ruled. _ 
Taz Preſident Groſſe Ville, who had better Under- 
ſtanding than all of them put together, only laughed at 


their Proceedings, as he would at a Comedy. He had 
no Malice in . tho a ſmall Turn to Miſchief, as he 
had 
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had no Feeling for any thing human, and would find the 
ſame matter for Diverſion and Amuſement in ſeeing the 
State overturned, as the Enfans * perdu ordinarity take, in 
ſeeing a Hackney Coach overſet. He was otherwiſe 
indifferent to all worldly Events, and the fall of Empires 
had been leſs dreadful to him than a Dearth of Burgundy. 

TRERE was only One in the Council who admmiftred 


Jealouſy to the Junto. He was capable and active in 


Buſineſs; his Underſtanding acknowledged, and his 
Integrity unimpeached. Tho' he was Mr. D'Arwicke's 


Averſion, yet he was invited to accede to this quadruple 
Alliance, on Condition he would act in the Character of 


a Pro, vice, Deputy, Subminiſter, (for he was only to 
be the ſixth in the Rank of theſe Contracting Powers ; ) 


but he declined the Propoſal, being a Friend to the 
Parliament which he thought was inſeparable from 


Friendſhip to the King; and beſide had ſome little Re- 
luctance to ſhare in the Ridicule that fell on all cheir De- 
pendants. 

H had however very potent Friends, and his Influ-- 
ence and theirs inſenſibly prevailed : The King perceived 
that his Goodneſs had been abuſed, and the Behaviour 
of the Governor of Gaſcony towards the Parliament of 


Bourdeaux ſufficiently convinced him of it. 


Tuis Gentleman was of ancient Family; and being 
low in his Finances was put into profitable Employments, 
only to raiſe him above Want, which he miſtook for a 


Compliment to his Parts. He had no Talents whatever, 


except Diſſimulation, which he was the more ſucceſsful 


in, for being utterly unſuſpected, of Wit, Cunning, 


Scheme, or Stratagem, he had the Character of one 
who would never be hanged for a Plot, to which he owed 
the making of his Fortune. For as no Miniſter feared 
him, fo ev'ry one was ready to employ him, as a Tool 
in ordinary Work, _ pour d finiſhed for the do 

poſe. 
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poſe. He had juſt enough and no more, of Honour, 
Probity, and Religion, Truth, Shame, and Gratitude, 
all which he could at by Turns, with a certain Solemnity 
which his Perſon helped him to become. 

H was firſt ſent to Gaſcony when Fleury was Prime, 
only becauſe that Miniſter did not know what elſe to do 
with him. Here he projected mighty matters ; -but the 
wiſe Fleury would not adopt his Schemes ; the Parliamedt 
humoured him in ev'ry Thing agreeable to themſelves; 


of good or bad Words, flattered him abundantly, whilſt 
they had nothing to apprehend from him: So that in 
many Years, of his Government he did neither Good

THro' he concealed for a Time the Senſe of the People, 
and perſwaded his Majeſty by Miſrepreſentations to 
exile * that Parliament, yet he could not ſuppreſs, ot 
intercept, the united Voice and Groans of his injured 
Subjects. They reached the Royal Ear; and the beſt 
of Kings reſolved on redreſſing his Loyal Subjects. He
